She left a duly probated will dated April 2, 1958, probated 
July 20, 1959, leaving as her beneficiary for life, her sister, 
Elisabeth Scheidt, who died October 14, 1961, and with her 
reversionary heirs, who were to receive the estate on the death 
of Elisabeth Scheidt, being Christine Golde, Bridgette Golde, 
Eckard Scheidt, whose addresses are in care of Ernst Golde, 
Sparberstr. 32, D1000, Berlin 27, West Germany. Gerhard Hoff, 
whose address is Fr i edlands t r . 13, D8034, Cermarring, West 
Germany; Eva Schroder nee Hoff, whose address is Weitlingster 16, 
DDR 3040, Magdeburg; Christian Scheidt, Hans Henning Scheidt, and

On this, the day of August, 1961, came on to be considered by 
the Court the Petition of Ernst Golde - a resident of Western Germany, in 
the city of Berlin - requesting the Court to instruct the Clerk of the Court 
to pay Petitioner the sum of $1,458.25 - the amount of the August Zincke 
Estate decreed as the Legacy of Johannes^ Scheidt - the sum of $291.66 - the 

one-tenth interest of Johannes Scheidt in the Gertrud Scheidt Legacy in the

Auoust Zincke Estate - and the further sum of $583.30 - the one-fifth interest 
of Ernst Golde in the Gertrud Scheidt Legacy in the August Zincke Will - as 
decreed by the Judgment heretofore entered in this cause; and it appearing 
to the Court; (1) That the aforementioned Johannes Scheidt did heretofore, 
on the 24th day of July, 1961convey and transfer unto Petitioner the Johannes 
Scheldt Legacy as decreed in said Judgment, (2) That the Legatee, Gertrud 
Scheidt - owner of a 20/600 interest in the August Zincke Estate - died 


intestate on January 2nd, 1959, and the aforementioned Johannes Scheidt is 
the owner of an undivided one -tenth interest in her said Legacy and that his 
said interest was heretofore on the 24th day of July, 1961, transferred to 


Petitioner, Ernst Golde; and (3) that petitioner, by virtue of said intestate 
death of the Legatee Gertrud Scheidt, is the owner of an undivided one- fifth 
interest in the Gertrud Scheidt Legacy. By virtue of said facts, Petitioner 
is entitled to receive from the Clerk of the Court the sum of $2,333.21 plus 
accrued interest thereon - if any - less court costs and the Clerk’s incidental 
expenses in this connection incurred, and attorneys fees for Petitioner’s 
attorney, Alfred Petsch of Fredericksburg, Texas for services rendered in 
this conne'ction. 

And it appearing further to the Court that the sum of Eighty 
* Dollars constitutes a reasonable fee for Petitioners attorney for his ser- 
vices rendered, the Clerk of the Court is herewith directed to pay said 
amount to Petitioner’s attorney. 







IT IS ACCORDINGLY DECREED that after deducting the court costs, 
attorney fees and clerk's incidental expenses in this connection incurred, 
the Clerk of this Court remit the balance of Petitioner's ownership in the 
August Zincke Estate to the Petitioner, Ernst Golde.

COMES NOW ERNST GOLDE, a resident of Western Germany, in the City 
of Konradshdhe, Berlin, at Rohrweihstrasse 5, - hereinafter known as Petitioner, 
and represents to the Court: 

- 1 - 

That on December 16, 1958, in this cause a Judgment was rendered 
establishing the dollar value of the August Zincke Estate and partitioning 
the Estate among the August Zincke Legatees; in said Judgment, Johannes 
Scheldt was adjudged to be the owner of an undivided 10/600 interest in the 
August Zincke Estate; that there is on deposit in the Registry of the Dis- 
trict Court the sum of $1,458.29 for the said Johannes Scheldt. 

- 2 - 

That thereafter, on the 24th day of July, 1961, in the City of 
Berlin, in the Western Sector of Germany, the aforementioned Johannes Scheldt 
transferred his interest in the said Estate to the herein Petitioner, Ernst 
Golde as is evidenced by the hereto-attached Exhibit "A", and by virtue of 
said facts. Petitioner has become and is now the owner of the aforementioned 
interest in the Zincke Estate. 

-3- 

That the Legatee, Gertrud Scheldt, of the August Zincke Will, died 
intestate on the 2nd day of January, 1959, and after such death, on the 24th 
day of July, 1961, Johannes Scheldt - the owner of an undivided one-tenth 
of the Gertrud Scheldt Legacy, conveyed and transferred his said interest 
to Petitioner, Ernst Golde, as is evidenced by the hereto-attached Exhibit 
"B m and requested the District Clerk to pay his said share to the designated 
Transferee . 

That, as is evidenced by the hereto-attached Exhibit "C", by virtue 
of the intested death of the Legatee Gertrud Scheldt, Ernst Golde is the owner 
in his own right of an undivided one-fifth of the Gertrud Scheldt Legacy. 

Accordingly, Ernst Golde is now the owner of a three-tenths interest 
in the Gertrud Scheldt Legacy - the same being a 20/600 part of the August 
Zincke Estate - on deposit in the Registry of the District Court, and is 



entitled to have said Legacy remitted to him, less attorneys fees, court 
costs, and the Clerk's incidental charges as hereinafter provided. 


-4- 

That Eighty ($80.00) would constitute a reasonable fee for the 
services rendered by Alfred Petsch, Petitioner's Attorney, for preparing the 
necessary Proof and Transfers, the correspondence involved therein, and for 
securing a release of the funds by the United States Department of Justice, 
Alien Property Division. Accordingly, the Clerk should be directed to de- 
duct said sum and all costs of court and the Clerk’s incidental expenses 
in connection with making the remittance, and thereafter to remit the remainder 

to Petitioner Ernst Golde.

Accordingly, Petitioner prays that a Decree be entered adjudging 
Petitioner the owner of the interest in the August Zincke Estate formerly 
owned by Johannes Scheidt and directing the Clerk of the Court to pay the 
aforementioned attorney $80.00 in connection with his services in securing 
the remittance of the L egacy to Petitioner, and further directing the Clerk 
to deduct any costs or expenses incurred by virtue of the Application and 
Orders and in making the remittance to Petitioner, and that the remainder 
of such Legacy be remitted to Petitioner.
